Gilbert, who died on Dec. 17, 1917, has 
contained the password which Mr. and 
Mrs. Gilbert agreed upon, before her 
death, according to Mr. Gilbert, who 
announced his rejection of all the mes- 
sages in today’s issue of The Scientific 
American. ._He renews an offer of a $500 
reward to any one who will obtain the 
countersign by communicating with his 
late, wife. 

Mr. Gilbert. also suggests that emi- 
nent scientists are not the best equipped 
persons to observe spiritualistic phenom- 
ena. He says they have. little experi- 
ence with trickery. in the laboratory, 
where “nature is always sincere and 
frank and seldom fools them.” 

Mr. Gilbert «discounted alleged | spirit 
messages from. his wife not only because 
of the ignorance they disclosed -but be- 
cause the author, “in many instances, 
iséemed to forget hig name ond hers.

Made Study of Phenomena.

Saw Aviators and Tried to Signal 
Them—Fought insects Night 
and Day. 


‘Seapythiaum Galten .was able to: sit up in 

‘ed yesterday in St. Mary’s Hospital in 
Hoboken and tell fairly coherently ex- 
periénces in .Moonarchie Swamp; from 
which. he was Treséued late Saturday 
night after: wandéring for forty “hours. 
His face and body covered with great 
red blotches from \the stings of horss- 
flies, his eyes. still. burning with the 
fever due to exposure and the poisons 
of the swamp, Galten still appeared to 
be a very’ sick man. 
, He had known as he wandered in the 
Swamp that Kraft and other fellow- 
workmen would be looking for him, he 
told his wife yesterday, and had npt 
given up hope of being rescued., He saw 
the plane overhead: flown by Lieutenan. 
Chamberlain of Hasbrouck Heights and 
tried to attract the aviator’s attention 
through the 'thick greenery of the scrub 
maples that cover much of the swamp. 
Then his talk wandered to the flies that 
never let. him alone hight or day and 
it seemed to listeners that the man‘ con- 
fused these flies with the plane overhead 
in his memory. 

He remembered. most distinctly the 
swift coming of darkness and thunder- 
storms Thursday night. What he did 
and where he wanderéd in the swamp 
which covers foyr or five ‘square: miles 
between East Rutherford and Secaucus 
he could not recall. Sometime in the 
two days and nights he removéd his 
clothes whether to seek ‘relief from the 
heat or with some dim idea.of swimming 
either the: Hackensack River or the Drie 
Railroad Canal, he was unable to say. 

Doctors; in St. Mary’s Hospital feared 
for a time that Galten would succumb 
to weakness and malarial fever, but a 
hardy constitution has fought the one 
and the thorough war against mosqui- 
tos waged by the Bergen County Ex- 
termination Commissioh, by whom’ he 
was employed, reduced the danger of 
the other to a minimum. 

When he was brought .to his home 
Saturday night he did not wish to. go 
to thé hospital. but demanded that re- 
freshments be brought and that a table 
be laid for his friends and neighbors to 
celebrate ~ his e return.

The stream became a river of firé for) 
several blocks; and the floating flames 
at one time menaced 'the wooden struc- 
ture of the North Avenue bridge. -For 
a time hundreds of lives were imperiled. 
Within 100 feet of the flames stood one 
of the largest of the gas‘storage tanks 
of the People’s Gas Light. and ,Coke 
Company, and had this exploded, three 
others near by would have followed. 

The tug Harvey, which had towed the 
barge up the river from Loekport late 
Saturday, also went. to the bottom of the 
river with the Religble. 

No one was killed or, seriously hurt.

TESTS AT JOHNS HOPKINS 


Experiments Cénducted With Rab- 
bits Quickly Reduced the. Blood 
to the Conyulsive Limit.

BALTIMORE, July 19.—A’ highly. con- 
centrated form of insulin has ‘been ‘iso- 
lated from the commercial . product by 
Dr. John J. Abel, Professor of Pharma- 
cology, Johns Hopkins University, and 


Dr. B. M. K. Geiling, Associate Profes- | 


sor of Pharmacology, in the course of 
studies conducted by them to determine 
the exact chemical nature’ of the new 
remedy for.diabetes, \ 

Results of the studies are contained in 
an article ‘‘Researches on Insulin,’’ just 
published in The American. Journal of 
Pharmacology and Experimental Théra- 
pevtics. Investigation was carried on at 
Johns Hopkins and the Gates Chemical 
Laboratory, California Institute of Tech- 
nology, Pasadena, where Hr. Abel spent 
a good part of last year..." 

Considering a milligram of insulin to 
be capable of ‘yielding twelve units; for 
the dosage-of rabbits—the animals with 
which the scientists experimented—Dr. 
Ahel says in his report: 

‘‘We have been able'to separate from 
commercial insulin four different frac- 
tions, only one of which (Fraction LV.) 
-contains the insulin in a highly concen- 
trated form. This fraction, when tested 
on rabbits, is able to reduce the blood to 
the convulsive limit. at 40 units or more 
to the milligram. 

“This product, ~ readily attainable in 
éad\ comet: ‘will now serve as thetstarting 
point for the further purification of in-. 
sulin. It is more’than probable that the 
impurities which it still contains are as 
inert as those which have been removed. 
In a later commtnication we shall give 
the results of the various chemical 
methods which are now being employed 
by us for the further ‘purification of 
this highly active Fraction LV.” 

Immediate Action on the Blood. 

An appended table shows that. when 
Fraction- LV, the highly active insulin, 
was divided into five units for each 
milligram and injected into a rabbit, the 
sugar content of the blood dropped from 
118 milligrams per cubic centimeter to 
thirty-nine within one hour. After two 
hours the rabbit. had. convulsions, the 
sugar content of the blood being. so low. 
When the active insulin was divided into 
f units} a rabbit with ninety-five, 
milligrams of sugar to cubic centimeter 
of/ blood dropped to thirty-six in one 
hour and rose again slightly to forty-five 
in two: hours, 

Contrary. to the assertion of some 
scientists that phosphorus is always 
present in insulin in’ strict. proportion to. 
fts physiological activity, Dr. Abel finds 
that this chemical is not a constituent 
of insulin, his most ent preparations 
being entirely devoid of phosphorus. 

A chemical which etnakens to play a 
a a part in subsequent studies of 

ulin, as indicated in Dr. Abel’s re- 
port, is, sulphur. Without discussing at 
this time the manner in which insulin 
acts within the -human body, Dr. Abel 
says ‘“‘we do wish to point out, however, 
that if the labile 1g sang is the pivotal 
element of insulin, then we have in it 


another. sulphur. compound of«high spe- | infl 


cificity, and one that plays a paramount 
réle in the normal matabolic changes 
whith the carbohydrates (starches and 
sugars) undergo during their utilization 
in the animal etonpmy.”’ 

This raises the quéstion, Dr. Abel de- 
clares, whether the Islets of Langerhans, 
the portions of the pancreas regarded as 
secreting the active principle of pancre- 
atic fluid, are dependent; and to what 
extent, on a special sulphur compound 
in the food. 

This compound in the food, he. holds, 
might act as a precursor indispensable 
for the elaboration: of the pancreatic 
principle, and its absence or inadequacy 
might. cause pathological alterations of 
the’ islets, Should this connection ulti- 
mately be established, Dr. Abel declares, 
it will bring to light an important and 
hitherto unrecognized factor in the cause 
of diabetes mellitus. 


Synthetio Insulin Is Now Predicted. 


Much of. Dr..Abel’s’ scientific’ career 
has been devoted. to researches. which 
had as their object the analysis and pro- 
duction in a pure form of certain ex- 
tremely complicated’ chemicals which 
are “produced within: the human body 
and are called: hormones. 


Adrenalin, which’ is a product of the 
suprarenal. glands, was first obtained in 
a pure form by synthetic methods from 
the substance epinephrin which Dr. 
Abel was the/ first to purify.. He has 
also succeeded in getting a tartrate from 
the extract of the pituitary gland in such 
@ pure form that it will cause muscular 
contractions when only one part-of it is 
mixed with eighteen billion“ parts of 
solution. 

Medical men locally regard Dr. Abel’s 
present work as the first step toward 
the production of pure insulin. If this 
goal is reached ‘it, will be possible, they 
say, to produce the drug synthetically in 
the laboratory in a pure form rather 
than depending onan extract from the 
pancreatic”glands of animals and: with- 
out the mixture. of .other substances 
which play no helpful pers in the treat-

British Medical Writers Warn 
Against Exaggerated ‘Hopes Be- 
cause of New Discoveries.

gerated hopes because of the recent, dis- 
coveries in regard to cancer, pointing 
out that, with the “best progress which 
is to be expected, it may bb» years he- 
fore a cure is found. They cite the fact 
that the tuberculosis germ was isolated 
nearly 2 generation ago, but no cure 
for tuberculosis yet has been found. 

A medical éxpert says in The Weekly 
Despatch that at least ten years’ work 
remains to be done. 

“Take, the case of pneumonia,” he 
says, “‘a, long time had necessarily ‘to 
elapse after the discovery of the re- 
sponsible organism before the use of the 
now ‘prevalent vaccine could be worked 
out in all its details. And these de- 
tails of usage and conditions under 
which its aduninietration is or is not ap- 
propriate ‘have made all the difference 
between its successful application or dis- 
astrous abuse: The same investigations 
have. been necessany in the case of 
diphtheria,’ typhoid, tetanus, and even 
nfluenza, 

“The early stages in which research 
work still is-Jingering maybe realized 
from. the fact. that the Whole effort of 
cancer specialists still.is centred. in an 
endeavor to grow the malignant growth 
outside the human body. That has not 
yet been done. ut there is every rea- 
son to believe that in time it may be 
achiéved.”’ 

“The Despatch quotes a famous cancer 
surgeon as saying 

“T can hardly sleep, I have walked 
through ward after ward of cancer cases 
and been greeted on every side. with 
eager faces asking me, ‘Have they really 
found the secret of cancer? Is there 
any hope?’ How can I tell these poor 
sufferers that, though we have made an 
advange, we still are very far from. a 
cure?’ 

J. Ellis Barker, in The Express, Soints 
out that Dr. Gye has substantiated what 
all doctors know, namely, that eancer 
never attacks healthy tissue or a healthy 
organ. 

* great public short-sightedly de- 
mands a cancer'cure,”’ he says, .‘‘A cure 
is highly désirable, for 100,000 men and 
women th England are known to be: suf- 
ferers from cancer. Prevention is far 
‘more potent, because it will make cure 
“unnecessary.” 

The medical expert of The Observer 
also points out that latest discoveries 
have shown that if cancer really. is 
}caused by &,. germ that germ cannot 
thrive ahd multiply except in injured or 
devitalized tissues, in this respect being 
like the tuberculosis germ.

Devil’s grip is not fatal, but causes 
the victim a great deal of pain for 4 
week or more.

Headaches occur constantly and back- 
aches occasionally.

ENFORCEMENT AND CORRUPTION. 
_ In working out his plans for a com- 
plete reorganization of the agencies 
for enforcing prohibition, General AN- 
DREWs has naturally sought informa- 
tion concerning the efficiency of the 
existing system and the’ existing offi- 
cials. Evidence is now saitl to have 
been furnished him by the De- 
partment of Justice-that a shockingly 
large proportion of the agents of en- 
forcement are\ inefficient because they 
are corrupt. The facts were obtained, 
it is stated, from Federal District At- 
torneys in a large number of States. 
Replying to questions sent to them 
by an Assistant Attorney General, 
Mrs. WILLEBRANDT, they asserted that 
to their knowledge corruption prevails 
in at least 40 per cent. of their. dis- 
tricts. ‘They are reported to have 
given' names, places and dates. 
Whether the evidence is in such legal 
form that prosecution of the guilty 
officials can be ordered by the Gov- 
ernment ‘is highly -doubtful. But the 
mass of details submitted will obvi- 
ously ‘be very useful to Genéral AN- 
DREWs in pushing his plans for: an 
j entire reorganization of the service. 

For. example, in dealing with ‘poli- 
ticians who come to him to demand 
that their appointees be retained, it 
will be very convenient to be able to 
produce memoranda. You'say that 
your. Superintendent is a model of 
energy and virtue. Well, here is ptoof 
that he has been either negligeht or 
corrupt:” You say that if J remove 
the chief agent in your State you 
will make an issue of it in the Senate. 
But. before you do that wouldn’t it 
be well for you to jook at the docu- 
ments which could be produced show- 
ing that he has suddenly got rich out 
of his office? It is easy to see how 
interviews of this kind could be had 
with many mortified Congressmen to 
the amusement of General ANprREews 
and with the result of a distinct ton- 
ing up of the service.-

HENRY FORD AS A SHIPOWNER. 

With his plan of paying a minimum 
wage of $100 a month on his five 
ships carrying his own automobiles to 
market and coming home’ with any 
cargoes that can be picked up, Hinry 
Forp has provoked American ship- 
owners to sharp!comment, One of 
them says that if Mr. Forp’s wage 
scale is philanthropy it is commend- 
able, but, he adds, ‘‘it is not eco- 
nomic." ‘‘ We are paying the high- 
“est wages of any maritime nation in 
“the world,’’ says Encar F, Luck- 
ENBACH, “and are feeding our crews 
“better than the United States regu- 
“lations call for. Our standards on 
** American ships are superior to those 
“of any other nation in the world.” 
Forp charges American shipown- 
ers with not paying decent wages. 
Evidently. he has not made a study of 
the American wage scale of the past 
and of the present. 

In the five years from 1914 to 1919 
the wages of American sailors in- 
creased 150 per cent. and wages of 
firemen 90 per cent., according to a 
Shipping Board report. A new sched- 
ule was put into operation on July 
28, 1919, by the American Steamshij: 
Association, the United States Ship 
ping Board and the labor organiza- 
tions concerned. It applied to the 
transatlantic, Atlantic, Gulf and Pa 
cific coasts. Wages of able seamen 
rose from $75 to $85 a month, of fir>- 
men from $75 to $90 a month. All 
other men employed on ships received 
advances. Henry Forp’s wages under 
his Bluebird flag are better, but it 
should be considered that his brother 
employers are not, using their out- 
ward-bound. ships to carry goods or 
articles which they manufacture and 
sell at. handsome profits. 

Waith>. the cooperation of SaMUEL 
CrowTrHER; Mr. Forp published “ Ms, 
Life and Work” in 1922, The book 
contained a chapter on wages. In one 
paragraph Mr. ‘Forp asks, “ What 
“ ought the employer to pay? What 
. ought the employe to receive? ” and 
answers: “The basic question is, 
* What can the business stand? Cer- 
“tainly no business can stand outgo 
“ that exceeds its income.*’ Very well, 
then, ‘how can a shipowner struggling 
to make both: ends meet pay HENRY 
Forb’s wages? ‘Speaking of his profit- 
sharing plan in the automobile plant, 
reflected in a high minimum wage, 
Mr. Forp said in his book: 


Our profits, after paying good wages 
and a bonus—which bonus used to 
run around. $10,000,000 a year before 
we changed the system-—show that 
paying good wages is the most prof- 
itable way of doing business, 


It often is, with brains in the man- 
agement and rigid economy, but th> 
major factor in Mr>~-Forp’s success 
was that ‘he produced, with a fore- 
sight akin to genius, the most ser- 
viceable cheap automobile for whicr 
there was a world-wide demand. With 
the enormous profits he obtained from 
the business the time came when h:2 
was ina position to pay not only good 
but the highest wages. In his rail- 
road, shipping and aeronautical er- 
terprises he can pay what wages he 
pleases without appreciably reducing 
his bank account. His rivals, if he 
has any rivals, cannot do that. To be 
fair with them when they are ar- 
raigned for paying poor wages and 
stinting their employes in the means 
of happiness, hé should put all his 
cards on the table, open wide his 
books, and show’ what part carrying 
Henry Forp’s products plays in his 
new business ventures. 


UNDERTOW AND SIDE-SWIPE. 

There appears to /be no. method of 
foretelling the arrival of. a sudden 
great wave such as that which swept 
several hundred people off their feet 
at Toney Island on Friday Jast and 
pulled fourscore or more of them into 
deep water. But the force with which 
it tripped' bathers and rolled them 
out to sea is a reminder of the danger 
of the undertow which constantly is 
met with on our beaches. Fortunately, 
it is not great on the beaches near 
New York, and at those which are 
much frequented there, are _ usually 
lifeguards to warn swimmers if con: 
ditions are exceptionally bad. But 
‘many persons, through ignor&nce or 
bravado, will ignore these, warnings, ' 
“ér, not aware of the tidal conditions, 
will go in for.a swim at.some part of 
the beach: where no gfard is in sight. 
‘When the waves are running high and 
the beach is steep the tow is nearly 
always. dangerous, Even good swim-

Yet.these shallow ‘beaches have an- 
other danger which is much akin to 
the undertow. Locally it is called the 
** side-swipe,’’ It occurs when a good 
i surf is running and when the waves 
strike the beach at an angle. Often 
it is noticed after a southeast windy 
It produces a strong beach’ current, 
which will carry swimmers down the 
beach sometimes at a rate of two miles 
or more an hour.’ When it js partic- 
ularly strong, to wade against it is 
difficult. The swimmer. can. often 
scarcely hold his own with a station- 
ary. mark on shore. .Occasionally it 
has a slight outward pull. Therein is 
its principal peril. The trouble is in 
deciding how hard the current is.run- 
ning, or how strong its offshore trend. 
As a result persons swimming within 
their depth are sometimes carried out 
before they realize it and have dif- 
ficulty in getting ashore again, 

Too few persons who vyisit the 
beaches are aware of this. Many, to 
be sure, do not venture beyond their 
depth. But even though they see at 
the moment that the side-swipe is 
strong, they do not realize how read- 
ily it may pull them out and conse- 
quently do not take the ordinary pre- 
caution of; being doubly careful on a 
day when the current is unusually 
rapid. The moral is obvious—to keep 
sounding while swimming so as to be 
sure not to get out too far unless 
there is potential help at hand. At 
all the beaches popularly frequented 
by large numbers there are ropes and 
guards. Whenever the water is dan- 
gerous the latter make a point of 
preventing. any one—even a good 
swimmer—from going out beyond his 
depth. This is a “wise precaution, 
even though to persons who have 
known the surf since childhood it ap- 
pears overtimid. 

The lesson, however, |, should be 
taken to heart by persons frequenting 
beaches where there are fewer precau- 
tions. They are the ones who are 
most likely to 4gnore the dictates of 
experience and who, to be “ brave’’ 
or to “show off,” will permit them- 
selves to be caught unsuspecting in 
the side-swipe. Fortunately, a special 
goddess of fortune, appears to watch 
over fools as well as drunkards, help- 
ing to extricate. them from dangers 
which would prove fatal to normal 
mortals. But the only safe method is 
to keep out of the clutch of the side- 
swipe.

MOSCOW WELCOMES 
GERMAN RED WORKERS 


Delegation Acclaimed by Soviet 
Chiefs as Russia’s “Most 
Precious Guests.” 


By Wireless to Tite New Yorx Timms. 

MOSCOW, July 19.—Several thousand 
workmén fépresenting various Soviet 
unions actempanied by dozens of mili- 
tary orchestras carrying huge banners 
with revolutionary and inflammatory 
slogans, dropped work this morning to 
welcome a group of German workmen 
who arrived here to study labor and 
general economic and political conditions 
under the proletarian dictatorship. 

Hitherto extreme revolutionary work- 
meh from foreign countries have visited 
Moscow singly and clandestinely, but 
lately, despite interference by the offi- 
cial leaders of their labor organizdtions, 
they have begun to visit Russia in large 
organized groups. More than eighty 
Germans. arrived today, haying already 
spent four days in Leningrad, surveying 
thére factory conditions and fraternizing 
with the workmen and Re@. Army. To- 
morrow a large delegation of Swedish 
workers, including nearly 100 Women, 
is expected to reach Moscow, while & 
Franco-Belgian. delegation of workmen 
is now touring Russia, following a, Brit- 
ish Women’s trade union delegation, 


which has just left for England after 
two months’ progress through Russia. 

The Soviet union is more and more be~ 
soming a socialistic Mecca for for- 
eign workmen, who are afforded by the 
Government and. workmen’s organisza- 
tions every facility to study the progress 
as well as the shady sides of the com- 
munistic régime. The delegations are 
made up of Communists, Social Demo- 
crats and non-party workers. 

According to Leningrad’ reports, the 
German delegation have proved the most 
serious investigators. They enter ihto 
every detail of factory organization and 
life of workmen under the Soviet régime, 
the general condition, and unhesitatingly 
addressing the most delicate questions 
poe aad every branch of Soviet ac- 

vity. 

The Soviet press regards the visits of 
foreign workmen as opening a new 
chapter in international relations which 
will lead toward the establishment of 
@ united labor front in forthcoming bat- 
tles against international capitalism. 

Trotsky, Frounze, Lunarcharsky and 
Other Soviet leaders devote special 
articles in Russian and German acclaim- 
ing the Teutonic .cisitors as the most 
precious guests Soviet Russia has ever 
had ‘in her capital.

IN CENTRAL PARK 


Man Had Spent Long Life Trying 
to Write Poetry and Plays, 
Says His Friend. 


Almost penniless and convinced hé was 

a@ victim of heart disease, although his 
pee i had assuréd him that his heart 
was normal, Stephen R. Bernheimer of 
60 Bank ‘Street, son of a wealthy man 
whose fortune was wiped out in the 
Black Friday financial panic of 1873, 
committed suicide late Saturday night 
by leaping into the reservoir in Cen- 
tral Park néar West Drive and Ninety- 
fourth Street. 

Bernheimer’s body was distovered yes- 
terday morning after a two-hour 
search ~by park’ police. The’ first “inti- 

mation of thé suicide oame when -Wil- 
liam Gerung of 836 East Fordham Road 
the Bronx, told the police he had foun 
& man’s coat hanging on a picket fence 
near the reservoir. A note which read, 

“In case of accident notify Miss Rose 
Bernheimer, 7 East ty-seventh 
Street. My name is Stephen Roggio 
Bernheimer, 60 Bank Street,” had been 
pinned to the coat. 

At the Fifty‘seventh Street address 
the police were‘ told that Miss Bernhei- 
mer was out of town. A medical pre- 
scription found in one of Bernheimer’s 
pockets. led them to the office of Dr. 
William Steinach at 131 East Fifty- 
sixth Street. Dr. Steinach, a school- 
mate of thé dead man, the police said, 
told them the following story: 

Bernheimer’s grandfather, Leopold 
Bernheimer, left a fortune to his son, 
Adolph, a cotton converter. Up to the 
time. of the Black Friday panic, Adolph 
Bernheimer prospered, His son, Stephen, 
= promise of artistic talent and the 
ather had planned to send him abroad 
to study. 

Even after his fortune was wiped out 
Adolph Bernheimer managed to give his 
son a good education. But after leaving 
school, Stephen Bernheimer would not 
enter upon a business career. He spent 
much of his time writing poetry and 
plays, none of which was ever sold. He’ 
married, and had one daughter who is 
now married eng believed, to be living in 
Roosevelt, L. I. “ The police are trying to 
locate her. 

Twenty years ago, Bernheimer’s moth- 
er committed suicide by leaping from 
the window of an east side tenement. In 
recent years Bernheimer: had earned a 
meager livin ne by selling novelties in 
downtown office buildings. 

A week ago he went to the office of 
Dr. Steinach and safd he had been in- 
formed that he had heart trouble. The 
doctor examined him but found no evi- 
dence of such trouble. Nevertheless, 
this tmaginary illness preyed upon 
Bernheimer constantly. Several times 
Bernheimer is said to have told-persons 
living in the house with him that if he 
had the courage he would commit 
suicide.

After being near death for five days, 
the patient on Friday rallied and his 
physicians pronounced marked improve- 
ment_ in his condition. On Saturday 
morning, however, he began to sink 
rapidly: That afternoon the clergy of 
the city were summoned t6 his bedside, 
and at 6 P. M. he received the sacra- 
ment of Holy Communion from the 
hands of Monsignor Marois, .

The romantic rise of Louis Nazaire 

Cardinal Begin from the unpretentious 
surroundings of a Levis farmhouse, 
where hewas born, to membership in 
the Sacred College of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church is without parallel in the 
religious history of Canada. 
' During twenty-one years of teaching 
Father Begin .won favor at the Vatican, 
and in 1888 was appointed Bishop of 
Chicoutimi. Three years later: he was 
appointed Bishop Coadjutor to the late 
Cardinal _Taschereau, Archbishop of 
Quebec, and became titular Archbishop 
of Cyrene. In 1894 he was made admin- 
istrator of the: Archdiocese of Quebec. 

He. succeeded to the archbishopric ‘of 
Quebec upon the death, in April, 1808, 
of Catdinal Taschereau. He’ thereafter 
visited annually every parish in the 
archdiocese, -one of the largest territo- 
gong in America. Beginning early in 
the pring, he traveled almost continu- 
ally until the end of September. 

In 1914 Pope Piux X elevated Arch- 
bishop Begin to the rank of Cardinal. 


Foe of Social Modernism. 


While an able administrator of his 
archdiocese, Cardinal Begin | attracted 
moré attention by his strictness as an 
ecclesiastical ‘disciplinarian;’ ‘In reéent 
years he was a sturdy antagonist of 
social mddernism and of ‘modern dant- 
ing and jazz. His stand against these 
was endorsed by an article in the 
Osservatore HOtARO; ‘organ of the Vati- 
can. 

On Dec. 19 Cardinal Begin issued a 
pastoral letter to the members of his 
archdiocese in which he condemned im- 
proper dancing and said moving pictures 
offered’ ‘‘serious dangers; if not approxi- 
mate occasions, of moftal sin.’’ The 
letter forbade indulgence -ir these 
amusements, and aiso forbade the manu- 
facture and clandestine importation of 
intoxicating , beverages. 

Cardinal Begin, a son of Charles Be- 
gin, a farmer, and Luce Paradis Begin, 
was — Jan.. 10, 1840, at. Sarosta, par- 
ish of Levis, across the St. Lawrence 
from Quebec. His preliminary education 
was received at the Levis Model-School, 
the College of- St. ,Michael Bellechasse, 
the Little Seminary of Quebec and’ Laval 
University, Montreal. He was graduated

studied theology at the Grand Seminary,

The Cardinal was well known. in thfs: 
city, often passing through on his way 
to’ Rome. .He had crossed the ocean 
thirty-fqur times.

SEES NOTHING VITAL 


IN THE SCOPES CASE 
Dr. Gilmore Says Christ Took 


Settlement of Religious Ques- 
tions Away From Courts. 


Discussing the Scopes trial, the Rev. 
Dr. O. T. Gilmore, who preached at the 
Grace Methodist Church yesterday, said 
that the changing belief of the present 
generation wes not a new thing and 
that religious doctrine had many times 
in. the past undergone alteration from 
generation to generation. 

“Some of our newspapers Glaim,”’ he 
said, ‘‘that there is more intérest/being 


‘taken fn the happenings at Dayton than 


in any event.since the close of the World 
War., And they quote Mr. Bryan as 
saying that ‘if evolution wins at Dayton 
Christianity goes.". I am very much 
surprised at-any man saying tha., .s.am 
also somewhat surprised that people are 
treating the prospettive outcome of the 
trial so seriously. 

“We seem to forget that no court, 
civil or ecclesiastical, has ever settled 
a question of theology or determined the 
dawn or doom of Christianity. Earnest 
thinking people, whether theologians oT 
scientists, and truth go ‘oh just the 
same. When Jesus said; ‘If any man 
willeth to do his will, he shall know of 
the teaching, whether it is of God, or 
whether I speak from myself,’ He took 
all such matters out of the determinate 
authority of councils, courts and other 
bodies and placed them in the mind and 
laboratory of the individual. 

‘‘Man moves on in successive genera- 
tions, learning a bit, dogmatizing 
thereon and passing on what he con- 
siders to be ultimate truth. If the 
progress of truth is not to be hindered, 
every generation must have the privilege 
of thinking through its own faith.

“Can you find an encyclopedia. which 
has not been rewritten in the light of the 
law of progress, the cornerstone of the 
evolutfonary theory? History, Jitera- 
ture, eyeh the sacred sociology and the 
field of education show the reigning in- 
fluence of the idea of evolution. 

“Science has humbled itself to inquire 
with infinite pains into the origin of 
species, and leaves. us to supply the con- 
tent for the words in the Gospel accord- 
ing to St. John, ‘My Father worketh 
hitherto and I work.’ It regards crea- 
tion as still in the process and going on 
to completion, Some of the energy that 
went into a worship of the past is now 
spent upon a wonder at life itself. ‘How 
wonderful is life!’ is what we hear. And 
pious as was the habit of placing the 
golden age of the world in the beginning, 
soon which idealized. heights to this

OF TENNESSEE LAW’ 


Better to Wipe Out All Schools 
Than Undermine Faith in 
Bible, Says Straton. 


RESENTS TEACHING HERE 


, 


Tells Calvary“ Church He Opposes 
Use of His Tax Money to 
Support Evolution. 


The. Rev. Dr. John Roach Straton, 
pastor of the Calvary Baptist Church, 
predicted in his sermon yesterday that 
the Tennessee issue would be fought in 
many other parts of the country before 
the struggle between the Bible and evo- 
lution was over. Speaking, he said, as a 
New York taxpayer, Dr. Straton de- 
clared: 

‘I, for one, resent having my tax 
money used to support evolution, which 
destroys the religious faith that re- 
deemed me from my sins.’’ 

It would be far better to wipe out all 
the. schools than to undermine belief in 
the Bible, according to the preacher, 
who: attacked modern education for its 
alleged encouragement to unbelief. He 
described the typical college man as 
“‘a. sap-headed, cigarette-smoking, girl- 
ogling, tango-dancing youth who comes 
out from college halls with nothing ex- 
cept/a corn-tassel mustache, a boot- 
legger breath, a colossal sense of his 
own importance, and all of it capped 


with the idea that the world owes him 


a living.”’ 

Arguing that all evolutionists deny. the 
inspiration of the Bible, and that 
Christian religion is baséd wholly on a 
belief in the infallibility ,of the Bible, 
the preacher asserted that a finish fight 
was on. 

“It is utterly foolish,’’ he said, ‘‘to cry 
peace, peace, when there is no peace. 
The sooner we face facts as they are in 
this country and act accordingly, the 
better it will be for ourselves and the 
coming: generations.”’ 

Evolution is being taught everywhere 
in the schools as a proved fact and the 
authority of the Bible is being laughed 
at, according to Dr. Stratton. He said: 

*“‘Let me give here a concrete illustra- 
tion of the result of this teaching. Some 
time ago I dropped into a schoolroom 
where evolution was being taught in the 
name of biology. This school was sup- 
posed to teach evolution only as a the- 
ory, not as a fact, and yet I sat there in 
that classroom—going.in after the teach- 
er started his lecture—and heard that 
young teacher handing out as gospel 
truth the unproved hypothesis of evo- 


lution, including some of its wildest va-, 


garies. 

“‘He had been out of college for some 
years, and I found that he was not 
even abreast of the times in his own 
department, When I asked him after 
the lecture if he had read such and 
such a book, he admitted that he had 
not, and yet he stood there and by di- 
rect statement and by adroit questions 
pumped those young lads, ranging from 
14 to 18 years of age, full of ideas some 
of which have been exploded: ard .aban- 
doned recently by real scientists them- 
selyes. I talked to him after the lec- 
ture, and he admitted -tha did- not 
believe in the Bible, He even scoffed 
and laughed at it. 

‘“‘When I stepped out of the classroom 
into the hallway, the boys of the class, 
I found, had hroken up into little groups. 
There was a circle around one boy and 
they were having quite an argument. 

‘In the middle of the circle was a 
Christian lad, a true believer, and just 
as I stepped out of the door I heard 
him say in the course of the argument, 
‘But. the Bible says so and so,’ and an- 
other of the boys, with a sneer of utter 
derision on his lips, exclaimed, ‘Aw, the 
Bible! Who wants to believe anything 
of the Bible?’ And that is just it. All 
over the country the Bible and the 
Bible teachings are being laughed at 
and are being pushed off the stage by 
the unproved and godless theories of 
evolution.’’ 


SAYS MODERNIST AIM 
IS APPEAL TO THINKERS 


Dr. Holmes Calls Majority of 
Fundamentalists Sincere, but 
‘ [gnorant—Praises Dr. Fosdick. 


Faced with the alternative of leaving 
the church, or ‘remodelling its teaching 
to meet modern knowledge and thought, 
the Modernists have elected to.stay in 
the church and make it acceptable to 
intellectual men, according to the Rev. 
Dr. John Haynes Holmes, who preached 
yesterday at the Community Church, 

“The Fundamentalists are sincere—in 
their great majority, which puts them 
en a spiritually high plane,” he said, 
“and they are ignorant in their vast 
majority, which makes: them intellect- 
ually contemptible. 

“The Modernists, on the other hand, 
~~ yg er gong and well realize that if 

ir faith is at all to. survive it must 
ey made compatible with modern science 
and thinking. 

““However, we must, realize that what 
the Modernists really care for is the 
ancient faith,” the preacher continued. 
“They see:the modern world as it is— 
something the Fundamentalists refuse 
to see—but they take it as a riecessity to 
deal with, and had they their own 
choice, they would never ve brought 
it about. 

“The Modernists will not leave the old 
churches as the Hberals have, but they 
try to make a new theology that will 
appeal to the thinking masses within 
the churches."’ 

Calling the Rev. Harry BPmerson Fos- 
dick a typical Modernist, the preacher 


analyzed the Modernist movement and: 


sketched Dr. Fosdick’s career. 

He said that Dr. Fosdick had become 
a storm centre quite accidentally. He 
quoted the Baptist preacher’s farewell 
sermon to the First Presbyterian Church 
in which he had said he was proud to be 
called a heretic. ‘‘However,’® said Dr. 
Holmes, ‘‘Dr. Fosdick never invited that 
qualification, but took it up when hurled 
at him by his opponents. He again and 

again asserted that he was'ah evange- 
list and that he was ready to live and 
die for that faith.’’

It is trying, he said, to fling away all 
experience gathered from the past and 
striving to create its own experience in 
the present; when instead it ought to 
accept the experience of the past and 
interpret it in its own way. 

‘The younger authors attempt to bring 
out that the younger set—that is, the dis- 
illusion -of the present—must solve its 
problems for itself, that the past has no 
significance, that ‘the experience of the 
world is nothing, that the experience of 
one’s self is everything. Sounds all very 
fine. But the authors themselves don’t 
know just ‘what to do with disillusioned 
souls. 

‘“‘Modern man is being shaped by the 
forces that are making tomorrow. He 
believes he lives in a world that is in the 
process of being created. He wants to 
put. the things that: eo old with the 
things that are new, 

“Our religion teaches aa to mold 
life in the present. People: who believe 
in God find in Christianity not a world, 
but a cooperation in the creation of a 
world. 

‘Religion is not a definite set of rules 
to be followed without deviation.- Rather 
it'is the coordination and cooperation of 
the personal forces of life—man and 
God—working with man’s personality for 
the purpose of making him better. For 
this reason rules cannot, be the same 
for all men. They should’fit each man’s 
own personality, because men are not 
all alike. 

“Christianity is .a religion, not a 
theology. Theology is like a traffic cop, 
seeing that we go in the right direction. 
The Christianity of tomorrow will be the 
religion which will help Christianity to- 
morrow to live tomorrow. 

“A Christian is not merely one who 
takes the truth of theological doctrines, 
but one. who takes Jesus. Some of us 
are trying to use our religion to explain 
the philosophy. of living.” 


DR. TREXLER IN SERMON 
PRAISES CATHOLICS 


They Advertise the Spiritual, He 
Says, Counseling Protestants 
to Follow The Example.

NUTLEY, N..J., July 19.—The Roman 
Catholic Church was praised for its 
custom of advertising the spiritual 
rather than the material-side of life, in 
a sermon preached here .today by the 
Rev. Dr. Samuel Trexler of New York 
City, President of the Lutheran Synod 
of New Yofk and New England, in the 
Town Hall before the congregation of 
Holy Trinity Lutheran Church, 

This is a new congregation, having 
held worship only since last Fall. Lots 
have been purchased for the erection 
of a church building. Meanwhile ser- 
vices are conducted every Sunday morn- 
ing in the hall. 

“I have had occasion to do consider- 
able motoring in -the’ last fortnight,’’ 
said Dr. Trexler, ‘‘and I want toa tes- 
tify, after noticing all the churches we 
passed on the highways that ‘the Roman 
Catholic churches stood out in such a 
way as to-make jit very plain that they 
wanted to give their own who passed by 
spiritual food. I noticed one church’ in 
particular, on a much-traveled thor- 
oughfare, bore this sign in large letters: 

‘**Welcome for motorists; masses at 
5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10 and 121 o'clock.’ 

‘“‘And the only sign I saw on a Prot- 
estant Church was ‘Harvest Supper’ 
phic the price of the tickets for the

“One stood for. something spiritual 
while the other stood for something ma- 
terlal. The sign on the Protestant 
church might Just as easily have. been 
on any lodge or club or other public 
building. Yet the chureh should not be 
like any other organization. It has the 
one -purpose of proclaiming the gospel 
of Christ.”’ 

Dr. Trexler praised the congregation, 
which “is the ‘“‘baby’’ church of the) 
synod, for having grown so fast. He’ 
said that when he bégan his ministry 
twenty-six years ago in Brooklyn the 
only place he could get in which to 
hold services was a‘‘ cleaned-out sa- 
loon,’’ now the Lutheran Church of the 
Messiah, Russell Street, near Nassau 
Avenue. 

“This is my very first experience in 
ministering to you,’’ he added, ‘‘We are 
looking forward to-your having a settled 
pastor of your own soon, The synod 
wants to stand by a” and help you step 
by step. It is e privilege of the 
strong churches in the synod to help the 
weak ones. Little by vitle you. can 
make the influence of this church felt 
through Nutley, then through the coun- 
try, and finally through the civilized 
world.”’

TALKS FROM A HIGH CHAIR 


Clergyman Has One Specially De- 
signed to Save His Strength— 
WI Speak Every Night. 


The Rev. Dr. F. B. Meyer, pastor 
emeritus of Christ Church, London, who 
is in his eighty-first year, preached 
three times yesterday to big crowds in 
Old Tent Evangel, Ninety-fifth Street, 
just west of Broadway. 

At each service Dr, Meyer, who is tall 
and thin and has a quantity of snow- 
white hair, sat in a high chair as he de- 
livered his sermon and offered: prayer. 
The chair is a collapsible one, and at a 
distance looks like the .kind of chairs 
used at a restaurant counter. It was 
made to order for Dr. Meyer, and after 
using it for several years’ in preaching 
missions throughout Great Britain he 
brought it with him to America... Dr. 
Meyer arrived last week especially to 
preach in Tent Evangel. He will speak 


there again this evening and each suc- 
ceeding evening through Friday. 

The tent seats 2,000, and six hundred 
extra chairs were brought in for the 
Meyer = services. Yesterday morning 
1,500 were present, yesterday afternoon 
more than 2,000, and last evening there 
was not room to admit all who appeared 
at the gates. 

After each service Dr. Meyer remained 
seated ‘on the platform and a steady 
line of old friends streamed past 
to greet him. Among ‘these were Flem- 
ing H. Revell, publisher of religious 
books; the Rev. Dr. John Roach Straton, 
pastor of Calvary Bapsitst Church and 
the Rev. Dr. Charles Inglis of London. 
+ Dr. Meyer was for thirty years a speak- 
er at the Moody Bible Conferences at 
East Northfield, Mass. He served for 
many years as President of the Free 
Church Council. of Great Britain and 
Ireland that as President of the Inter- 
national Sunday School Union. The 
clergyman is stopping at the Bretton 
Hall Hotel. 

Dr.. Meyer preached in the afternoon 
on St. Peter: ‘‘Never go fishing with 
out taking Christ along,’’ said Mr. 
Meyer. “It is partnership with Christ 
which makes a successful ministry,’’ he 
continued. 

“Peter ‘plubbered’ like a child. ‘You 
women don’t ainderstand us men. We 
don’t let ourselves aut before you, but 
we do among ourselves at times.”’ 

Dr. Meyer said there were men capa- 
ble of the most intense emotional pas- 
sion, who, although the world thought 
a, a were really good friends 

‘Peter was a very hard nut to crack,” 
said Dr. Meyer. ‘This stupid world 
often takes a wrong measure of a-man. 
If you have fallen like Peter, go back 
to Christ. God wants to nfkke the best 
of you. He says He will forgive you 
seventy-times-seven, and 490 
times. 

“God help you men and women if you 
are leading a smooth and’ easy life and 
know nothing of bearing across.

EPISCOPAL CONVENTION

_ The circuit is to include the proposed

were announced early last month. The 
Roxy is to be the world’s largest mo- 
tion picture house, with a seating capac- 
ity of 6,212,~-It will be the first of the 
circuit of theatres and will represent an 
expenditure of about: $7,000,000, includ- 
ing the cost of real estate and con- 
struction. 

The five other theatres of the circuit, 
although they may not be as large as 
the Roxy, will have seating capacities 
of several thousand each and will be 
luxuriously appointed. The project has 
not yet developed to the point of the se- 
lection of sites and actual total outlay, 
but it was said by Mr. Rothafel’s repre-

Joseph C. Lincoln’s novels have at- 
tained their popularity. because he knows 
how to make the folks down on Cape 
Cod real to his readers. ‘His stories 
have the flavor of life in them, and this 
flavor is -derived as often: from the 
quaintness and humor the author sees 
about him as frorh the sterner virtues. 
What his characters do is often less im- 
portant than how they do it. 

The producers of the film version of 
*‘Rugged Water,” shown at the Rialto 
this week, seem to have forgotten that. 
They have again made the mistake that 
is so often made when a novel is trans- 
lated to the screen; that-is, they have 
taken fhe obvious outline of the story 
and let the colot go by default. The 
result is, as always, a somewhaf wooden 
Events in the life-saving ser- 
vice’ at Setuckit Station and the village 

of Orham move rather by schedule than 
by inspiration. 

If Lincoln had written all his novels as 
they have screened this one, ‘Cape Cod 
would not be as well known in Medicine 
Hat and points West as it is today and 
the author would not be a best-seller. 
With certain honorable exceptions the 
movies today seem unaware of the fact 
that almost anybody can put together 
a story but that it takes an artist to 
install the interior decorations that make 
it carry conviction.

From the book we know that this life- 
saver from another station thrust upon 
Setuckit as commander by political 
manipulation carries a scar on his soul 
left by a terrible experience. The film 
carries no adequate suggestion of that, 
and the actions that are revealed are 
therefore lacking in conviction. 

Within its limitations, however, the 
film gives a fairly consistent story, if 
we ignore the deficiency in the character 
of Cap’n @artlett. And it is a fairly 
interesting one. Another merit is that 
it exploits a setting that is out of the 
ordinary. Further, its motives 'and inci- 
dents are drawn from real life, as far as 
they’ go, which is -important in these 
days of artificiality in the movies.

Given a dog to exploit as the “hero” 
of a moving picture, what is a director 
going to do? Why, if he is sensible, 
just about what Herman Raymaker has 
done with ‘“‘Tracked in the Snow Coun- 
try,’’ this week’s feature picture at the 
Piccadilly, -It is all about how, Rin-Tin- 
Tin, descended from the four-footed 
tribe of man-slayers—one hates to say 
wolves when it can be put more elabo- 
rately—is suspected of having killed 
his master; how he is pursued and takes 
to the wilds and the company of the 
four-footed tribe of man-slayers—other- 
wise wolves; how he tracks down the 
real slayer of his master; and how all 
ends happily.
